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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because of the reasons provided in the previous action. 

Specifically, the Nishibu reference is applicable as a reference under 102(b) because PCT/JP2004/000504 is a foreign application that is 
not printed in English and does not designate the US; hence, its filing date does not provide protection against 102(b) art. See 1 19(a) 
(stating "but no patent shall be granted on any application for patent for an invention which had been patented or described in a printed 
publication in any country more than one year before the date of the actual filing of the application in this country"). 

Applicants' argument that Cheley and Jacobson are not properly combined are also not persuasive. As stated in the previous action, 
Jacobson does not indicate that PVDF, in the presence of SDS, would cause a decrease in binding. Moreover, PVDF's strong mechanical 
stability suggests a reason to combine with Cheley. Applicants' argument that there is no logical motivation to combine the references is 
therefore not convincing. 
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
